Earl M. Hughes is an Illinois dirt farmer, and a form­ 
er member of the Commodity Credit Corporation. And he 
wants to set the farmer free— free, that is. from government 
controls and from government policies that have resulted 
in ever-increasing surpluses. He wants the farmers to be 
turned loose to produce in a free market. 
In discussing his program, he has something interest­ 
ing to say about animal agriculture. This, as he puts it, 
“is the true ever-normal granary.” Livestock represents 
more than half of total farm income. We feed half of our 
harvested crops to livestock, and they convert it into meat, 
poultry or dairy products. He writes: “Our food supply is 
enormously elastic: we can stretch it by eating more grain 
and feeding less livestock, or we can shrink it by merely 
feeding more livestock. So we can use all of our food sur­ 
pluses if we upgrade our diets to use more meat, poultry, 
and dairy products.” 
Then Mr. Huges tells of a youthful farmer, who was 
chosen Star Farmer of America for 1958, who used the 
animal-agriculture approach (which is the free market ap­ 
proach) to success. At 21 he paid income tax on $7,500 and 
his net worth is $71,000. He raises hogs, dairy' cows and 
beef cattle, along with feed crops. Here Mr. Hughes writes: 
“He farms mainly outside the farm program because, he 
says, ‘This leaves me free to make my own management 
decisions and build a volume of business where we can op­ 
erate efficiently’.” 
When it comes to considering future farm policy, we 
can learn a much needed lesson from the livestock people.

However, neither the passage of 
the Kennedy-Ervin Labor Reform 
Bill by the 
House nor the sig­ 
nature of the President will bring 
to an end the problem of labor 
reform . 
The

problem, 
even when the hill goes into full 
operation, 
will be one for indi­ 
vidual 
citizens, 
union 
m em bers 
and law enforcem ent officers. 
When conflicts of interest are 
exposed by the requirem ents of 
the bill, 
honest 
union 
m em bers 
m ust make the most of that ex­ 
posure, 
when 
the 
standards 
of 
union dem ocracy decreed by the 
bill are violated, 
steps 
m ust 
be 
taken to enforce those standards. 
If convicted felons seek to force 
them selves into positions of pow­ 
er and corrupt a union, the full 
strength of the law m ust be di­ 
rected against them . 
If the bill is to accomplish its 
purpose, it m ust be adm inistered 
w ith scrupulous fairness and jus­ 
tice. This is 
particularly im por­ 
tant in legislation such as this, 
which is so charged with em o­ 
tional overtones. 
M oreover, 
when 
violence, 
per­ 
jury and theft occur in areas not 
covered by the bill, it is still up 
to local prosecutors to take ap­ 
propriate action. 
Nor 
docs 
Congress 
discharge 
com pletely its responsibility with 
the passage of the bill and the 
dissolution of the McCellan Com­ 
m ittee. In about three years Con­ 
gress 
should 
take 
another 
look 
al this problem . 
The Labor Com m ittee and the 
Perm anent 
Investigations 
Sub­ 
com m ittee should determ ine then 
whether a new set of investiga­ 
tions is necessary. It would be 
appropriate, at that tim e, for the 
labor legislation subcom m ittee to 
determ ine how the law has op­ 
erated, what loopholes have been 
found and w hat new am endm ents 
m ay be needed.

Earl M. Hughes is an Illinois dirt farmer, and a form­ 
er member of the Commodity Credit Corporation. And he 
wants to set the farmer free— free, that is. from government 
controls and from government policies that have resulted 
in ever-increasing surpluses. He wants the farmers to be 
turned loose to produce in a free market. 
Tn discussing his program, he has something interest­ 
ing to say about animal agriculture. This, as lie puts it, 
“is the true ever-normal granary.” Livestock represents 
more than half of total farm income. We feed half of our 
harvested crops to livestock, and they convert it into meat, 
poultry or dairy products. He writes: “Our food supply is 
enormously elastic: we can stretch it by eating more grain 
and feeding less livestock, or we can shrink it by merely 
feeding more livestock. So we can use all of our food sur­ 
pluses if we upgrade our diets to use more meat, poultry, 
and dairy products." 
Then Mr. Htiges tells of a youthful farmer, who was 
chosen Star Farmer of America for 1958. who used the 
animal-agriculture approach (which is the free market ap­ 
proach) to success. At 21 he paid income tax on $7,500 and 
his net worth is $71,000. He raises hogs, dairy cows and 
beef cattle, along with feed crops. Here Mr. Hughes writes: 
“He farms mainly outside the farm program because, he 
says, ‘This leaves me free to make my own management 
decisions and build a volume of business where we can op­ 
erate efficiently’.” 
When it comes to considering future farm policy, we 
can learn a much needed lesson from the livestock people.
